DIGEST

Adds 868 IAC 2 concerning restricted psychology tests and instruments that, because of their design or complexity, create a danger
to the public by being improperly administered and interpreted by an individual other than an individual listed in IC 25-33-1-3(g).
Effective 30 days after filing with the secretary of state.
